Being included im the ster- 
ling bloc, there were no head- 
aches over balance of pay- 
ments and currency stabiliza- 
tion.

Only 
bitter experience made us 
realize that without sufficient 
raw materials, the finest ma- 
chinery would not provide 
food and cliocthing. 

The <dificulties encounter- 
ed strengthened the argv- 
ments of those who wanted, 
whereyer possible, to substi- 
tute local fer imported raw 
materials. At first, the belief 
that the country had no raw 
materiala — except. Dead Sea 
products and citrus fruit— 
was taken literally. This ne- 
gative attitude gave way to 
over-optimism about the re · 
sources in the Negev. 

Gradually, a balance be- 
tween these opposing viewr 
is being struck. Moreover, we 
are beginning to realize that 
the éGurrency position forces 
us to use local raw mate 
rials even if they are infe- 
rior to foreign imports. 

Power from Peat 

Tt might. be Useful 0 il- 
lustrate the position by some 
examples. For a long time, 
it has been well known that 
the Huleh regicn contains vast 
‘deposits of peat, Only - now 
are. these. being thoroughly 
explored. One foreign ex- 
pert, called in to give nis 
cpinion on development pos- 
sibilities, pointed to these de- 
posits as a source of cheap 
electric power. He streased 
that countries which had noi 
sufficient oil, coal or water 
power used peat to generate 
electricity.
